Lifo In Other "Worlds. 

Says Proctor, the Astronomer : The 
question whether or not the jilanets and 
stars are inhabited, and, if so, by what 
sort of beings, has long agitated the 
mind of astronomers as well as oommoa 
people. The latter, with the utility of 
argument, reasoned that the he, 
bodies must lie peopled by some sort of 
inhabitants, since it was contrary to the 
economy of nature to suppose that 
thousands of worlds ! "ve been created 
not one of which, except ing our own, is 
suitable for organic existence. To this 
it might be answered that facts, and not 
theories, must be taken as data 
which to proceed. Planets and 
are in a continual state of bhan 
the nebulous state onward, the matter 
of which they are composed is never at 
rest. Necessarily millions ot' ages must 
elapse before the surface of the planet 
is prepared to support any sort of lifo, 
either vegetable or animal. 

After thai comes a period when lifejn 
ious stagi OS possible and 

Then, as s family left to inter 
communication, dies out, so does organic 

life become extinct Oft any world. The 
period of organic lift is. comparatively 

speaking, but a moment when compared 

with the life of the star, and therefore, 

the chances are thousands to one against 
the present age being th* habitable one in 

any of them. The fj.'f (hat the life 

s now pi . i our own planet 

is no proof that it also prevails in the 

worlds. Untold ages passed In 
the history of the earth Before it was 
prepared, by oooling re ns, and 

similar ages will roll away after the hu- 
man family has perished from the earth. 
It will gradually grow cool, so that the 

mperature of the year will be 

come lower and lower, until finally the 
earth will be. like the moon, barren, cold, 
ans all frozen, and all life extinct. 
In more closely considering the vari 

ous planets of the solar system we And 

that none of them, except perhaps Venus. 
affords those conditions which are essen 
lial to life. Organic life on Murcury 
would be impossible on account of the 
extreme heat, Since there water cannot 
ive in the form of ideaui. Mars 
and at certain times of the 

year these are liquid, but hi general they 

are I'ro/.'n. and snows prevail over Bl 

most, the whole planet. Jupiter and 
Saturn are out of tho question. Every 
indication points to tin- certainty that 
they -ire themselves secondary suns, .lit' 
and beat to their 
minor satellites. While Mars has 
ed the life-bearing stage, Jupiter and 
Saturn have not vet reached it. Venus, 
having a year nearly equal to our own, 
having seasons similar to ours, end a day 
and night, is probably the only planet 
that is now at the stago in which life is 
■le.

Lincoln at Gettysburg. 

The question having been raised as is) 
the precise wording of Mr. linooln'a 
eloquent utterance, his address at 
Gettysburg, the Boston Advertiser re- 
prints the report made to Massachusetts 
by the commission representing that 
State and which was taken down in long 
hand by Mr. Charles Hale, one of the 
commissioners, as the words fell from. 
Mr. Lincoln's lips. It is as follows : 

" Fou rseoro and seven years ago, our 
lathers brought forth upon this conti- 
nent a new nation, conceived in liberty, 
and dedicated to the proposition that all 
men are , ,ual. Now we are en- 

1 in a gi-e v civil war. testing wheth- 
er that nation —or any nstion, so conceiv- 
ed and so dedicated can long endure. 
"We battle field of 

that war. We are met to dedicate a 
portion of it to the final resting place of 
who have given their lives that 
that nation might, live.

Our friend Miss M. S. ('. I'.elches has 
been here to visit her old friends in the 
city.
